The Regional (Krajeka) Political School of the Communist Party in Rajecke Teplice 
ig located in the Mala Fatra Hotel. A political school of this kind was estatlish- 
ed at the seat of each Region (Kraj); there are six such schools in Slevakia in the 
following cities: Bratislava, Zilina, Nitra, Banska Bystrica, Presov and Kosice, 
The schools are subordinated to the regional organization of the Communist Party. 
The purpose of the school is to build up cadres of new Party members. 


The heddmaster of the school in Rajecke Teplice was ZJane 1952/ Dr Ctton Oneak, 
32 years old, height 180 centimeters, thin, blond hair, married, and a faratical 
Communist Party member, He lived in the Mala Fatra Hotel, The members oi the 
teachers! staff were: 


Jan Kolar, teacher, 35 years old, height 160 centimeters, thin, blond hair, 
a fanatical” Communist. 


Jan Stibak, teacher, 32 years old, height 170 centimeters, medium puild, 
black hair, a fanatical “Cammnist. 


There was also another teacher on the steff and a girl secretary-typist. < dc

The school had five short-term courses (each 14 days) and one long-term scurse of 

five months, In each of the short-term courses were 30 pupils, altogether 150 

persons, The long-term course was attended by 56 pupils from the region cf Zilina. 

Ite members were mostly functionaries cf the Communist Party including Jar Senkerix, 

chairman of the district organization of the Communist Party from Tuchov; and 

Jan Kumza, chairman of the United Agricultural Cooperative. Also attending were 

eee oe men from the Regional command of the State Security Polize.

In additior, cadre officers, cultural officers and propaganda officers from the vari- 


ous Communist Party organizations attended the school. Among those participating in 
the course, there was a woman, Marie Chomove from Porubky, district Liptevsky Hradok. 


ALL members of the course were accommodated in the school iteelf and were not permit- 
tad to leave the vicinity of Rajecke Teplice during the duration of the course. They 
were strictly forbidden to discuss the school subject matter with anyone. Tne mle 
members of the course were forbidden to maintain any relations with women. They were 
permitted to visit their famili¢s once 4 fortnight. Leave was granted only for Sunday; 
and the members were required to return within 24 hours. Members could leaves the 
gchool on Wednesday also. The gchool was guarded day and night by three members ofr 
the National Security Corps (SNB). No one was permitted to approach the vicinity of 


the school. 
Daily Schedule of the Course: 


Reveille at 0600 hours 

Gyimasties in the yard of the hotel from 0600 to 0630 hours. 
Breakfast from 0630 to 0700 hours with preparation for classes. 
Summary of press news from 0700 to 0800 hours. 


The sumuary of preas news Was organized as follows: The pupils who had to report on 
the news were required to prepare their report a day in advance. This report was 

given orally to all members of the course. No report could be longer than 15 minutes. 
After the report was given,a general digcugsion was introduced concerning the report 
itself, the form of presen ation, the political significance of the report, the style 
of the report, the pronounciation of the reporter, the omalssions, ete, The discussion 
was directed by a student who was supposed to report the next day. 


Lectures by the teachers from 0800 to 1030 hours

Lunch and free time from 1130 te 1400 hours

Rach member of the course had to pass an examination and receive a certain number of 
points; in this way, the members were forced to study. 


Subject matters taught at'echool were as follows: 


(a) Eeoncmiss (eg what ie production, material, labor, payment, labor value, six 
grades of human society, etc) This course was taught for two weeks, two to three 


houra a day. 


(>) Works of Marx and Engels, their lives, history of the French i Revolution of 1848; 

-“‘jebor movement in England (Chartisn, Ludism, Foneyrofts etc); the consequences of 
the French Revolution the world; history of the labor movement; lst Internation~ 
al, 2nd International, geriet: Russie and her history; «Russo-Japanese War.

Austria-Hungary; reflexes of the Russian Revolution in the Czech Provinces in 1917. 


(e) History of the Czechoslovak Comminist Party; New Oonstitution of Czechoslovakia; 
Defense and Protection of Czechoslovakia; the Kosice Program; the Czechoslovak Army; 
Capitalism and Socialism; Historical Materialism; lectures on the origins of human 


soclety. 


pe peers in the Regional Political School was extremely strict. Some of the par- 
ticipants of the course were actively engaged in anti-religious activities.- ie, they 
took down erucifixes from the walls and transformed them into the Tyrs' emblem of physi- 
eal fitness, The woman member of the course, Marie Chomova, went to the local church, 
atole some flowers from the altar and decorated her room with these stolen flowers. How- 
ever, this behavior caused considerable indignation among the other members of the course 


The participants of the course were gent also to collect signatures for the peace offen- 
sive from among the local population. As they did not find any cooperation among the 
people, they tried to get gignatures by various kinds of pressure. The members were 
active mostiy in such villages where there were great numbers of so-called "reactioner- 


ies". 
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The members of the course were primarily workers without a-great deal of intelligence; 
however, they were all absolutely devoted tc the Commmist regime. They tock the iec- 
‘tures of their teachers very seriously and always obeyed orders. They took part in 
various trips organized by the school, eg Thirty Years of the Communist Party of Czech- 
oslovakia, Prague Fair, concerts, model farms of the United Agricultural Cooperatives, 
etc. 


The teachers were members of the various regional councils of the Commmist Farty who 
themselves were graduated from similar political schools; they included the fcllowing:
